I rec- 
ommend that our mission to the city of 
Mexico be raised to first-class. 


Regarding reciprocity the President says: 


"Special araangements in regard to com 
uerce based upon the reciprocity provision 
of the recent Tariff Act would operate most 
beneficially for the United States and 
Spain."

Some months farther trial will be neces- 


sary to determine the permanent effect of 
recent legislation on silver values, but it is 
gratifying to know that increased circula 
tion. has exerted a most beneficial influence 
upon business. Our very large supply of 
gold will, if not lost by impalsive legisla- 
tion in the supposed interests of silver, 
give ua position of advantage in promot- 
ing a permanent and safe international 
agreement for the free nee of silver as a 
ooin metal. 


The President 
concur* in the rec 


ommendations of the Secretary of War 
that adequate and regular appropriations 
be continued for coast defence works and 
ordnance.

It eer- 
t linly is not too much to require that an 
application for American citizenship nball 
be heard with aa much care, and recorded
